International 1 ‘ekeration Would | 
Like to See War Avoided | 
in the Near East.

» BRUSSELS. Sept. 3.—Peace Was) 
urged upon Italy by the Allied Vet-| 
erans as one of their first acts at 
the opening session of the fourth 
congress of the International Fed- 
eration of War Veterans yesterday 
afternoon. The congress adopted a 
resolution to be sent to the Italian 
veterans’ organization, asking — 
to use their influence with the [‘tal-| 
ian Government to avoid war in the 
Near East. 

The program of the congress was 
summed up in the inaugural ac<- 
dress of its president, Charles Ber- 
trand of France: 

“Take up the work of insuring 
the peace of the world where the 
third congress left off last year at 
New Orleans.”

Dr. Frank J. Arzt, 79 years old, 
naturalist and one of the oldest prac- 
ticing physicians in 8t. Louis, died 


early yesterday at his home, 2322 
South Twelfth street, following a 
brief illness. Death was due to a 
complication of diseases.

He collected botanical and geo- 
logical specimens for nearly 560 
years.

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Baseball and Speculation. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 3. 
HE status of Charles A. 


Stoneham, president and 
principal owner of the Giants, is 
one big subject in lasebail cir- 
cles here today. Stoneham’s con- 
nection with the bucketshoyp in- 
dictment has brought into the 
spotlight a condition in National 
League circles that has been talked 
about in whispers for some time. 
Owing to the prominence of the 
tiants in the league race and of 
the individual] stockholders of the 
club in business circles, little 
open complaint has been made. 
But the indictment of Stoneham 
has set tongues wagging. 

For several years the connec- 
tion of President Stoneham and 
Manager McGraw with the Ha- 
Vana race track and with a Ha- 
vana gambling casino have been 
subjects of discussion. It was 
pointed out that with baseball 
having its own Internal troubles 
in stamping out gambling, it Was 
extremely indiscreet in officials 
of the Glants club to identify 
themselves with race track and 
other open speculative ventures. 
Later it was announced that both 
had disposed of their interests in 


| 


Cuba and that they were flevoted | 


solely to baseball. This was 
doubted and today it is the pre- 
vailing belief Stoneham’s connec- 
tions in Havana are still being 
maintained through ‘‘straw’’ men. 

Suggestions made some time ago 
that Stoneham sell out his stock 
in the Giants were strongly fa- 
vored by™league officials, but no 
transfer of stock has been report- 
ed. Now it is impossible for 
Stoneham to sell out his Giants 
stock, owing to legal cgomplica- 
tions connected with his bucket 
shop indictment. Threats to 
throw Stoneham’s brokerage com- 
pany into a receivership, if car- 
ried put today, will make it im- 
possible for him to dispose of 
any of his personal assets. 

There is little doubt that the 
league would like to clear up the 
record of the New York club, 
which, on account of the Stoneham 
connections, has been embarrassed 
for the past three years or more. 

New York papers are taking 
some cognizance of the situation 
by suggesting names of possible 
purchasers of Stoneham’s inter- 
ests. Among those mentioned are 
Col. Tillinghast Huston, formerly 
identified with the Yankees; Tex 
Rickard, boxing promoter, and 
last, but far from least, Robert 
Lee Hedges, former owner of the 
Browns. 

The mention of Hedges’ name 
seems to be a tip-off as to the un- 
reliability of the other names men- 
tioned. There is not the slightest 
chance that Hedges will again en- 
ter the baseball business. 

Mr. Hedges bought low and sold 
high; he is not now going to buy at 
top price and possivly have to sell 
low. 

President John Heydler of the 
National League would not be 
quoted on the subject of the New 
York National League club's af- 
fairs. But his sentiments against 
gambling are well known and it 
probably would be a great relief to 
be league's head and to all offi- 
cials if the present crisis should 
result in the removal of Stoneham 
ard the buying of his stock by 
some person less subject to criti- 
cism. That, hewever, must wait 


cn the courts.
